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Foreword 


The  accompanying  list  of  over  one  thousand  words  and  phrases 
is  offered  as  a  mere  suggestion  of  allusions  that  are  apt  to  be 
referred  to  in  reading  and  lectures. 

They  are  arranged  especially  for  English  courses  in  high 
schools,  as  a  basis  for  training  in  the  looking  up  of  references 
and  in  the  comparative  use  of  dictionaries  and  encyclopaedias. 
Possibly  some  of  the  allusions  themselves,  and  the  comparative 
way  in  which  they  are  treated  in  the  different  reference  books, 
might  occasionally  serve  as  a  topic  for  discussion  or  for  a  written 
exercise.  They  can  be  found  in  many  different  books;  however, 
in  order  to  emphasize  five  important  and  relatively  inexpensive 
reference  works  which  should  be  well  known  by  every  high 
school  student,  directions  as  to  how  each  word  may  be  found 
are  given  by  means  of  the  columns. 

If  English  courses  are  too  crowded  to  admit  of  such  work 
in  regular  recitations,  an  appeal  to  the  pride  of  the  pupil  to 
look  up  for  himself  those  which  he  does  not  know  might  lead 
to  the  development  of  the  habit  of  independent  reference  work, 
especially  if  accompanied  with  no  definite  requirements,  but 
with  encouragement  and  appreciation. 

The  detailed  citations  made  to  the  latest  editions  of  the  two 
leading  one-volume  dictionaries,  the  Webster's  New  interna- 
tional, and  the  Funk  and  Wagnalls'  New  standard,  reveal  that 
they  constitute,  in  pith  and  essence,  veritable  encyclopaedias, 
and  give,  in  addition,  many  entries  not  found  in  encyclopaedias 
proper.  A  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  marvelous  con- 
densation, the  range  of  information,  the  accuracy,  the  charac- 
teristic method  of  arranging  material,  the  special  purposes 
and  aims  of  these  great  reference  books  should  be  the  heritage 
of  every  high  school  student.  They  are  published  at  so  reason- 
able a  price  that  practically  every  school  and  even  many  indi- 
viduals can  have  a  copy  of  both. 


Detailed  citations  have  also  been  made  to  the  New  student's 
reference  work  because  it  is  written  especially  for  young  people 
and  is  excellently  adapted  to  meet  their  reference  needs.  Simi- 
larly, detailed  citations  have  been  made  to  the  New  interna- 
tional encyclopaedia,  as  it  meets  a  corresponding  need  for  more 
mature  students,  or  for  fuller  information. 

In  addition,  detailed  citations  have  been  made,  for  the  classical 
allusions,  to  Gayley's  Classic  myths  in  English  literature, 
because,  with  its  excellent  index  and  commentary,  it  practically 
constitutes  an  inexpensive  classical  dictionary.  The  commen- 
tary is  especially  valuable  in  indicating  how  and  where  the 
subject  has  been  used  in  literature  and  art :  it  should  be 
disregarded  unless  detailed  information  is  desired. 

Detailed  citations  have  not  been  made  to  the  Century  dic- 
tionary because  many  schools  cannot  afford  to  place  it  in  their 
libraries.  A  page  is  given  to  its  description,  however,  and  it 
is  included  in  the  problems  comparing  the  dictionaries.  The 
Cyclopedia  of  names  and  the  Atlas  are  especially  valuable. 

Webster's  New  international  dictionary  is  followed  when  any 
differences  occur  in  spelling  or  capitalizing.

Words  in  the  list  are  printed  in  different  types  in  order  to 
serve  as  a  suggestion  for  grading,  and  to  scatter  the  work  rather 
evenly  throughout  different  years.  Small  capitals  suggest  that 
a  student  in  an  upper  grammar  or  junior  high  school  grade 
might  reasonably  be  expected  to  know  or  to  learn  the  general 
meaning  of  the  word  or  phrase  so  printed.  Roman  type  suggests 
the  same  for  pupils  in  the  middle  and  senior  high  school  grades. 
Italics  indicate  that  the  allusions  are  beyond  the  average  high 
school  course.  This  grading  is  an  attempt  to  estimate,  not 
necessarily  the  importance,  but  the  logical  order  in  which  school 
work  would  be  apt  to  touch  upon  the  subject.  However,  to 
prevent  all  allusions  of  one  character,  mythical  or  Biblical,  for 
example,  from  falling  under  one  grade  only,  they  are  often 
assigned  in  rather  an  arbitrary  way,  and  will  serve  sometimes 
for  advanced  work  and  sometimes  for  review.  No  hard  and 
fast  grading  or  selection  of  allusions  could  possibly  be  made. 
The  odd  pages  are  left  blank  for  notes  and  for  the  addition  of 
words  met  with  in  the  course  of  study. 

As  the  junior  and  senior  courses  in  a  high  school  cover  a 
number  of  years,  a  closer  grading  is  suggested  by  placing  num- 
bers in  the  last  column.  Numbers  following  small  capitals,  which 
represent  the  junior  years,  range  from  one  to  four,  to  admit 
of  distinguishing  different  terms  or  years  in  the  course.  A 
number  four,  for  example,  suggests  that  a  student  would  probably 
not  know  or  care  to  know  the  word  until  late  in  the  junior  course. 
Similarly,  words  in  the  Roman  type,  which  represent  the  senior 
years,  are  followed  by  numbers  which  range  from  five  to  eight. 
Words  in  Italics,  which  are  estimated  as  beyond  this  grading, 
are  followed  by  a  nine.  This  numbering  separates  the  list  into 
nine  practically  equal  parts.  If  desired,  words  numbered  1 
could  be  followed  through  during  the  first  term,  those  numbered 
2,  the  second  term  etc.,  throughout  the  high  school  course. 

Types  or  numbers,  or  both  may  serve  in  some  cases,  but 
not  in  others.     They  can  easily  be  disregarded  if  not  desirable.

E.: —  Encyclopaedic;  after  last  numbered  definition,  sub-arranged  alpha- 

betically. 

Recent  dictionaries  give  much  information  other  than  the  mere  meaning  and 
derivation  of  words.  Information  of  this  nature  is  called  encyclopaedic,  and^ 
unless  it  comes  in  regular  alphabetical  order,  is  generally  placed  after  the  last 
numbered  definition,  usually  under  a  sub-alphabetical  arrangement. 

A  study  of  the  growth  of  Dictionaries  is  an  interesting  topic.  For  a  good, 
short  account  of  the  development  of  English  dictionaries  consult  Tucker,  Our 
common  speech,  chapters  on  dictionaries  and  also.  Evolution  of  English  lexi- 
cography by  James  Murray.  The  article  "Dictionary"  or  "Lexicography"  in 
a  good  encyclopaedia  will  also  repay  examination.  See  also  first  page  of  the  pre- 
face to  Webster's  New  international  dictionary.

Divided  page:  Separating  words  and  phrases  that  are  frequently  used  from 
those  less  frequently  looked  for.  In  the  lower  section  of  the  page  appear  most 
obsolete  words,  most  of  the  abbreviations,  and  most  of  the  foreign  words  and  phrases. 
This  divided  page  gains  space  and  by  placing  words  of  minor  importance  below 
the  line  saves  the  necessity  of  running  the  eye  over  every  detailed  entry  when 
an  important  word  is  desired.  See  preface  p.  vi.  first  column.  When  looking  for 
a  word,  try  the  upper  section  first,  if  it  is  not  there,  try  the  lower  section :  always 
on  the  same  page.

For  example,  consult  the  word  "national"  in  Webster's  New  internationa 
dictionary  and  glance  through  the  many  sub-topics.  Notice  that  the  sub-topics 
are  arranged  alphabetically,  with  the  initial  of  the  main  word  preceding,  as 
"n.  convention,"  which  is  sub-arranged  under  "c"  and  means  national  convention; 
"n.  debt"  is  sub-arranged  under  "d,"  and  means  national  debt.  What  does 
"n.  salute"  mean?     What  is  the  salute? 

The  word  "music"  in  Funk  and  Wagnalls'  New  standard  dictionary  will  reveal 
encyclopaedic  information  arranged  in  part  topically,  in  part  alphabetically. 
Glance  through  the  arrangement. 

Consult  the  word  "cross"  in  Webster's  New  international  dictionary.  Notice 
that  it  is  used  in  six  ways;  as  a  noun  (n.),  with  14  definitions;  as  a  verb  transitive 
(v.  t.),  with  13  definitions,  followed  by  encyclopaedic  information;  as  a  verb 
intransitive  (v.  i.)  with  7  definitions;  as  an  adverb,  (adv.);  as  a  preposition,  (prep.); 
as  an  adjective,  (a),  with  6  definitions.  Under  number  7  of  "cross,  n."  how  are 
the  subsequent  definitions  designated?  Consult  the  words  "grip"  and  "order" 
and  give  a  corresponding  analysis. 

Consult  "Washington"  in  the  Gazetteer  of  Webster's  New  international  diction- 
ary  and  notice  that  the  word  "Washington"  is  printed  only  once,  though  there 
are  many  places  in  the  United  States  by  that  name.  A  dash  is  used  to  indicate 
the  different  places,  thus  avoiding  the  repetition  of  the  word  Washington.  A 
small  square  indicates  square  miles:  a  star  indicates  capital  of  the  state,  an  X 
indicates  county-seat.  (Signs  and  abbreviations  used  in  the  Gazetteer  are  explained 
at  the  bottom  of  each  left-hand  page). 

Notice  that  the  largest  place  by  the  name  of  Washington  is  described  first, 
which,  in  this  case,  is,  of  course,  the  State  of  Washington.  Next,  the  counties 
are  given,  sub-arranged  in  an  alphabetical  order  of  the  states  in  which  they  are 
located.  Following  the  counties,  the  cities,  towns,  and  villages  are  given,  with 
corresponding  sub-arrangement  of  the  states  in  which  they  are  located.  A  similar 
plan  of  sub-alphabeting  is  used  in  the  Standard  dictionary.
